Uie identity of this man has not been definitely established 
as yet but information developed so far indicates that he is one of the 
top ranking officers in the German espionage system -and the head of the 
section known as the "Marine or "K w Division. Reports of espionage agents 
are addressed to him as "Herrn A«— Gerhof f, per adr. -H, Peters, Command- 
ing Officer, Hamburg 8, Stoeckelhoem 11, Germany. He is now said to 
be living in Hamburg, Germany, but previously shortly after Germany enter- 
ed the war and while Italy was still neutral he lived at the Hotel Britannia, 
Genoa, Italy, from where he enlisted the services of various crew members 
of ships entering that harbor into the German espionage system, supervised 
their activities and received reports from them, -He -is -also^eaid to-be 
the director of the- Hamburg South American Steamship lane, 

Ke enters this investigation through the following set of 
circumstances. 

All conversations in which 'WILLIAM SEBOLD is a party and all 
exhibits turned over to h im or turned over by himself to other men are 
set out in detail under his name in chronological orderj serial and ex- 
hibit numbers are also set out there. Only the high lights of extended 
conversations will be set out hereinafter in this particular section. 

In a conversation between BRWIN SIEGLER and WILLIAM SEBOLD 
on this date, in answer to a question by Sebold as to whether 
he had any money or a code book for him (Sebold), SIEGLER 
said that he did not have either but that he has a friend 
on board the ship who had a pile of money; this friend, he 
said, worked for the German Marine Division; that he is able 
to secure all the money he wants. Further along in his con- 
versation SIEGLER said that this was his first trip in the 
suvlgisiness^that he was recommended by a fellow named 

JJitho introduced him to a man named GERHOFF, 
who is a German Marine espionage officer and lives in the 
Hotel Britannia in Genoa, SIEGLER also said that "GERHOFF 
■is a short, stocigr fellow»~of fair complexion.* SIEGLER 
went on to say that he was assigned to work with the Air 
Division, Tshich is the same division, according to his 
statement, to ishich he (SEBOLD) was assigned,

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July 8, During a conversation between PAUL FEHSE and WILLIAM SEBOLD, 
1940 FEHSE in response to a question from SEBOLD as to how he had 
made contact with the Marine Division told of how he used to 
make trips on a ship between England, Norway and Germany and 
that he observed various activities of ships in harbors of 
these countries and upon his return to Germany he reported 
his observations to the authorities* The authorities, par- 
ticularly-GERHOFF, tried to induce him to join up with the 
espionage service but he claims to have declined to work for 
them at first but, however, they evidently monvinced him in 
some way which he did not disclose that he should go to work 
for them* He finally agreed and was sent to headquarters in 
Hamburg where he was trained for four weeks in codes, invisible

The records of the Immigration and Naturalisation 
Service, 641 Washington Street, New York City, reflect that BANTE 
was born at Lennep, Germany, November 14, 1890 and entered the 
United States through the Port of New York, July 2, 1930, on the 
S. S« VAN DYCK. He filed petition #296,644, for naturalization, on 
July 1, 1937 and was naturalized January 10, 1938 in the United States 
District Court for the Southern District of New York, receiving certificate 
of naturalization #4,221,283. 

In his petition for naturalization he stated he had 
served three years in -the United States National Guard. He gave his 
work record as 1930 to 1932, Alite Bronz and Iron Corporation, Bronx, 
New York; 1932 to 1936, Beeknan, Lexington Avenue and 64th Street, 
New York City; 1937, Ermold, Hudson Street, New York City. 

He is a subject in this case as a result of the 
following circumstances: 

April 21, LEO WAALEN, while in SEBOLD'S office and in response 

1941. ~ to a question from SEBOLD as whether he knew any 

other espionage agents stated there was a man here 
named PAUL BANTE, living on 83rd Street, who is a 
tool and die maker and who used to assist FEHSE 
in getting ship information.

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April 21, BROKEOFF in conversation with SEBOLD, CLAUSING 

1941. and WAALEN stated BANTE was probably a Gestapo agent. 



May 14, HEINZ STADE while in SEBOLD 'S office stated that 

1941. PAUL BANTE wanted to see him, SE30LD, and gave him his 

telephone number as SChuyler 4-9278; that when calling 
this number he should listen until the bell rings five 
or six times and -when someone answers ask for Herr BANTE. 



1,'ay 19, SEBOLD received a telephone call at his office from 

1941. " SICHENLAUB who stated BANTE was in his place and wanted 

to see him. SEBOLD went to the "Little Casino", 
SICHENLAUB' S restaurant and EICHENLAUB motioned to him 
to take the ]ast booth on the bar side. EICHENLAUB 
then came over and said BANTE was at the bar. Shortly, 
thereafter, a man about 45 to 50 years of age, came over 
to SEBOLD and introduced himself as BANTE of the Gestapo 
and said he had heard so much about him, that he wanted 
to meet him in person in case he ever need him for 
something. He said he was formerly a Stahlhelm leader; 
that he was a member of the National Artillery and also 
a member of the Gem 1 an American Bund. He said he knows 
'well and used to know- GRIEBLand in the 
LEBL case arranged bond for on efl6S§i|jB (phonetic). 
He stated in view of these activii^s^uermany took 
notice of him and he contacted FEHSE when he came to 
America. He said he also knew SCHUH in Newark, and that 
Mrs, SCHUH was going to Gernany in the near future and 
SCHUH was going to see him, SEBOLD, about the trip, 
that SCHUH obtained a permit under the pretense of going 
to Germany to secure an inheritance.

He stated that OTTOMAR ISCHIEDRICH is the Gestapo 
boss in Hamburg and that he and SCHUH report to him. 
He said his work was to create internal discontent and 
to foment trouble among the workers — that every strike 
helps Germany, - 

He said tha!T~the~6nly spy information "he~gave was 
the report that mechanics had gone to Virginia to work 
on the German Airplane brought over from England, 
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May 19, He then said that some day he was going to get 

1941 4 (cont'd.) some gas pipes, put caps on both ends and drill a 
hole in them, into which he vail insert a fuse. He 
said he had a lot of dynamite sticks put away and 
if the Germans are going to lose the war, he is going 
to blow up some nice bunch of people like DICKSTEIN'S 
group and others that he does not like. He said that 
he would blow up himself if Germany loses the war as 
he could not have any desire to live after that. 
SEBOLD told him to use his head and to give him the 
dynamite, that he could do more good with it than he 
ever dreamed of. BANTE said O'k, that that would take 
a load off of his mind, SEBOLD told him to wrap the 
dynamite up in a strong container, take good care of 
the fuse caps and leave the package with EICHENLAUB, 
and that he would come and take it to his office. 

SEBOLD suggested BANTE come tn his office, but 
he did not want to and suggested EICHENLAUB'S place. 
He then asked SEBOLD about his office and said 
CLAUSING did not like it because he had to sign his 
name in the book on Saturday night. 



May 24, EICHENLAUB at his tavern stated in conversation 

1941. with SEBOLD, that BANTE told him to tell him, SEBOLD, 

that in a couple of days he would have the package 

of dynamite ready for him. 



May 27, SEBOLD went to EICHENLAUB'S tavern and ran into 

1941. BANTE, who stated that STADE had told him that he 

thought he^SEBOLD, had a microphone in his office.

D office; that on the same night STADE telephoned to 

him. BANTE , and he went to STADE' S home and found STADE,

that he was o'k, in that he had learned through FEHSE 
that he, SEBOLD, had been working for Germany for over 
a year. They then thought everything was all right. - •- 




WAALEN in conversation with SSBOID at his office 
stated that he had been to EICHENLAUB'S place a 
couple of days previous and had met BANTE . and EBELING. 
BANTE was bragging about himself, stating he was the 
"big cheese" and had started the whole layout in New 
York, though both men were frightened and did net like 
his, SEBOLD's office. 



CLAUSING in talking to S230LD in his office stated 
that BANTE is a great br agger and is always "shooting 
off his mouth", and he celebrates every German victory 
with a lot of beer. Ee also brags a great deal about 
his membership in the Bund and in the Stahlhelmers« 
He said EBELING was just the reverse from 3 ANTE, and 
is very exact in his information, etc.,

CLAUSING also told SEBOLD that the SCHUH'S -were not 
known in Germany, as they had turned all of their inform- 
ation over to BANTE -who had taken all of the credit for it. 



SEBOLD went to EICHENLAUB's place about 11:45 P.M., 
and upon entering saw BANTE sitting at the bar. BANTE 
said "Hello, I have a package for you. The caps are in 
a little tin box and the sticks are a little moist because 
they were buried in the sand." He said he had nothing else. 
He stated he hoped that he, SEBOLD, would do wonders with 
ttia^nackage. SEBOLD went into the rear room awaiting for 
M J/f and his friend, after awhile he came out, went to 
Xhebsr, asked the bar-keeper for the package, BANTE 
motioned to the bar-keeper and the bar-keeper then handed 
SEBOLD a package, which was wrapped in a light brown paper 
sack, tied with white string, EIOHENLAUB was standing 
near the bar at the time. The bar-keeper was about 35 
years of age, dark hair, dark eyes, strong features and 
spoke in German, SEBOLD then walked to the front entrance 
where he stopped and talked with EICHENLAUB and subsequently 
EBELLNG walked up. 

Agents fl[ ^observed SEBOLD in 

front of EICHENLAUB 's with the package, talking to EICHENLAUB, 
then EICHENLAUB and EBELLNG.

I was born in Germany, November 14, 1890. I served in the German 
Army during the World War and in 1919 became a member of the 
Stahlheim. This was an organization composed of veterans of the 
World War* I left Germany in 1925 and went to Buenos Aires, 
Argentina. After being there for a time I became a member of the 
Auslands group of the Stahlheim. In 1930 I came to New York. In 
New York I became the leader of the New York division of the 
Stahlheim after I had been here 8-9 months. After Hitler rose to 
power in Germany the Stahlheim was of no importance and the New 
York division brokeun^^^ut 1933 the Frie nds of New Germany was 
forced £ ^ and I .joined this 

organization* After a while I became leader of a group of about 
25 men. 

The German American Bund was formed and I was the leader of a group 
of about 25 men. I quit the Bund when there was a "revolution" among 
the leaders. This was about 1935. About 1936 I belonged to the 
212th Coast Artillery of the National Guard in New York. I remained 
in the National Guard for one year. Recently I have contributed 
to the America First Committee. I did this because I am in complete 
sympathy with the policies of the America First Committee. 

At the time the German battleship Karlsruhe was visiting in New York 
Harbor about 1932 the Stahlheim arranged parties £6r the crew and 
I helped in this and met GEORGE SCHUH of Newark. He was the leader 
of a small Stahlheim group. I have been a friend of SCHUH ever 
since. I'd like to say that about 1500 American soldiers helped with 
the entertainment of the crew of the Karlsruhe. 

About 1938 I met Ottomar Ischiedrich, a steward on the motor ship 
St. Louis of the Hamburg-American line. As far as I knqw\ Ischiedrich 
is now in Germany. Ischiedrich asked me if I could help) him out in 
getting information about Communists and sailors. who were taking 
propaganda papers from United ^tateikio Germany and bringing papers 
from Germany to the United! States. At that time I didnH know who 
Ischiedrich was but I now bSiieve that he was a member of the Gestapo 
^introduced Ischiedrich to my friend George Schuh because I knew 
that Schuh would help Ischiedrich. I wanted to help Ischiedrich but 
I did not know of any information which would help him.

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Schuh told ae that he had been corresponding with Ischiedrich and 
i£ was my understanding that the correspondence had to do irtth the 
situation in international politics and -with the information that 
Ischiedrich had asked us to get. 

About three years ago I met Heinrich Clausing at the Franz Siegel 
Tavern on East 84th Street, New York City. Clausing invited me to 

visit him on the S.S. Manhattan of the United States Line where he 
was a member of th e crew. I believe that Clausing introduced me 
to H^^^^^^§JVat that time, that is, when I visited him on the 
ManhaTtan^j^fN^l^ywas also a member of the crew. 

When Clausing changed jobs and worked on a boat going to Buenos 
Aires he helped me to get in touch with my former wife who was there. 

I have the name H. Clausing, Pier 60, N.Y.C. S.S. Argentina in my 
address book and directly underneath there is written in my hand- 
writing "gis. illen iiietac. 



This is an address in Rome, Italy, written backwards. I am not 
sure but I think that either Clausing or Schuh gave me this address. 
I know that there was a connection between this address and Germany 
from what I heard. 

About 8 or 10 months ago I met a man who called himself Peter. I 
have been shown a photograph of Paul Fehse and recognize him as being 
the man known to me as Peter. I have talked with Peter in the Franz 
Siegel Tavern and also in ay room at 44 W. 87th Street. He told me 
that he was interested in getting information about ships and when 
they sailed for England. I understood that he would send this 
information to Germany. I was not in a position to get this type of 
information myself but I introduced Peter to a man named Ebeling whose 
address is written in my address book as being 219 E. 83rd Street, 

telephone number Regent 4-3442. Ebeling works in a book store. I 
knew that Ebeling could get the kind of ship information that Peter 
wanted because we had talked about it. A short time after I met 
Peter, Ebeling gave me an open letter containing information about 
ships that were sailing from New York and I turned this over to .

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Usually when I saw Peter a man named Leo was with him. I have 
been shown a photograph of Leo Waalen and recognize this as being 
Leo* I understood that Leo and Peter were interested in the same 
type of work, Kid that Leo was helping Peter to get ship information. 

About this time I met a man named Brokhoff through George Schuh. 
Brokhoff lives in West New York, New Jersey. It is my understanding 
that Clausing at one time lived with Brokhoff. Later, Peter lived 
with Brokhoff and Peter introduced Brokhoff to George Schuh. At 
one time after I had met Peter and when I was in George Schuh' s home 
in Newark, Brokhoff was there with us. 

About half a year ago I met Richard Eichenlaub who runs the Little 
Casino Tavern on East 85th Street in New York. After talking with 
Eichenlaub several times about politics and the war, Eichenlaub 
told me about Heinz Stade. He said that he was working with Heinz 
Stade in the interest of new Germany to find out how refugees from 
Germany succeeded in getting money and valuables out of Germany in 
violation of the German Laws against this. Through Eichenlaub I 
met Heinz Stade and gave him the telephone number of the house where 
I live* Stade told me he knew the Gestapo leaders in Germany. It 
is now my belief that he was a Gestapo agent. 

About three months ago George Schuh told me about Harry. He said 
that Harry had a radio and could communicate with Germany and was 
able to send messages to Germany. Leo also told me about this 
sender and I knew that it must be secret. I was talking with 
Eichenlaub about Harry and as I knew that Eichenlaub knew Harry I 
asked him to put me in connection with Harry as I was interested in 
him and wanted to see him» I thought I could give him a helping 
hand, and was curious about him. 

As best I can recall I was in the Little Casino one evening during 
May 1941 and while at the bar talking to Eichenlaub a man came in 
and Eichenlaub said "There is Harry". Harry went over and sat in a 
booth and Eichenlaub took me over and introduced me to Harry. 
Eichenlaub remained with us in the booth for a while when I talked 
with Harry. However, Eichenlaub did not take part in the conversation. 
I told Harry that I had been a Stahlheim leader; that I had been a 
member of jtjie_Jia^iojaaJL^uaj2|_an^ foejjerman Am erican Bund; that 
I knewB ^Bund at one time;

I told him that I knew George S chub in Newark and Paul Febse. I 
believe he to ld me that he knew George Scbuh. I told him that

I speak of Harry's business I mean espionage arid the sending of 
information from the Unit ed States to G ermany and return. Harry

I told Harry about Ottomar Ischiedrich being the 
Gestapo man in Hamburg. I told him about Schuh and myself working 
with Ischiedrich before the outbreak of the war« I told Harry that 
I had assisted in affairs of the National Guardsmen of German descent 
to prove to Congressman Dickstein that all Germans were not trouble- 
makers.

Harry asked me whether I ever did any spying and whether I gave 
information about ships* I told him that I did not furnish any ship 
information, but I did tell Mm about something I had heard about 
Brewster airplanes. I had heard in restaurants that the BrenS ter 
airplanes being made on Long Island had been tested recently and it had 
been found that they were not satisfactory; that the wing construction . 
was not good and the wings bent and it was necessary to change the 
plans for construction* I also told him about a German airplane which 
had been brought over here from England and had been taken to a place 
where it was examined. I told him this because we were talking about 
airplane mechanics and the general conversation was that the German 
planes seemed to be better because Germany had learned through war 
experience how to improve the planes.

$20Q«00 for this convoy information. Harry told Eichenlaub that he 
|ived a message that it was all right to pay Stade and 
7#200.00 for the information and for Eichenlaub to get in 
touch with them and tell them that. 

I have read the foregoing six page statement and it is true. I have 
also been advised that I do not have to make any statement and have 
been advised of my constitutional rights. I am signing this 
voluntarily and no threats or promises have been made to me.

EICHENLAUB, in his statement dated June 30, 1941> on page 3* 
stated that in either March or April of 1941 LEO (WAALEN) brought 
HARRY whose last name he could not remembex^^^ii^restaurant and R A _E?.T 
asked him questions about HEINZ STADE4|||^^^^^^P and PAUL BANTE} 
that he toM H arry that Stade had introduced Bante whom he knew well to

EICHENIAUB, continuing, stated that during May of 1941 PAUL BANTE came 
to his restaurant and asked for HARRY who was sitting in one of the 
booths; that he introduced BANTE TO HARRY and they sat down and talked 
about twenty minutes although he did not hear their conversation as he 
went back to the bar to get the drinks that Bante and H^rry had ordered; 
that several days late^ Paul Bante told him, Eicheniaub* to tell Harry

Q. Is that all that transpired the first time you saw FEHSE? 
A, As far as I recall it, yes* 

QU The second time you saw FEHSE, what transpired? Where did he meet 
you? 

A* In the store* 

Q« Westermann's Book Store? 

A, He came in and asked if I got the Maritime Register and magazines • 
~> I told him I am not able to get it insofar as I know; that somebody who 
wanted it has to write for it. He said I should try anyhow once more, 
I might be able to get it. 

Q» Was anybody else with him? 

A, The first or the second time there was a younger man with him. 

Q, Do you remember his name? 

A* No, 

Q« Have you seen a picture of him? 

A* He had a smaller face than FEHSE has. 

Q, lou saw the picture of LEO WAALEN— Was that him? 

A, I couldn't recognize him from that photograph, I do not recall 

the name* Maybe the name was WAALEN, I don't know* The man was with 

him one ti me. 

Q» Were you introduced to that man? 

A* I don't remember that. 

Q, You don't remember? 

A# No» 
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Q. Where did you meet FEHSE the third time? 

A, The third time he came to the store again and asked if I got the 
Maritime Register. I said no, it is impossible, and let's forget about 
it, I can*t get it, lou have to write yourself. I think I mentioned 
to him he would have to write - I think it was the Maritime Commission, 
something like that. 

Q. These meetings with FEHSE took place when? During the early part 
of 1941 or ? 

A. I think so* I think in January. 
Q, Around January? 
A. Yes, 

Q. Were they prior to the time you had the skiing accident, or after? 

A« Well, I had the skiing accident in February. I don't know any more. 
We talked about the situation abroad, about the war and the economic 
situation, and came to talk about Holland and France, I mentioned that 
I received a nice letter from a Dutchman from Holland who used to be in 
New York. He asked me what he wrote* I said, well, if you would like 
to read the letter I will tr,y to find it- and bring it around and you 
can read it. Some day after, I don't know how long, he came in. I had 
the letter with me, so I said to him you can take the letter along and 
read it and bring it back to me, I want to have it back.

Q« That article is entitled the "Future Fate of Scandinavia", and is 
headed HENRY J. HAQEMEYER, Spoorzichtlaan 7, Heemstede- Harlem, Holland, 
dated April 18, 1940. At that time, Mr, BLANK, did you give to Mr, 
FEHSE anything else? 

A. No, I don't recall* 

Q* Mr, BLANK, I am handing you another photostatic copy* Do you 
recall ever having seen that photostatic copy before?

Q. Bid you ever see the original of that? 

A. I was just trying to think. That is familiar to me, 

Q. Did you find that in a book? 

A. I think so. That is a sketch about a writer- a book he wrote. 

Qo Did you turn over such an article to Mr. FEHSE at the time you 
turned over these other two articles or this other article and letter? 

A« Well, I must have given it to him. 

Q, However, you don r t definitely recall. 

A. I remember that, I think. It was typewritten, I think, on blue paper, 
I think* I don't know, 

Q, And you do remember giving it to Mr* FEHSE? 
A* I must have given it to him* 

Q. The photostatic copy is headed-R. R. VON RAUPACH* Now, Mr, BLANK/ 
will you tell us just what happened on the day that Mr, FEHSE requested 



you to accompany him to the office of the man to which you refer 
on 42nd Street, 

A* He waited for me outside in his car, aad he told me before that 
he wanted to introduce me to an engineer who would like to meet me, 
if I could come up with him* 

Q« Bid he tell you why the engineer wanted to meet you? 
A* To talk with me, 
Q, Along what lines? 

A* I do not think he specified* I do not recall that* 

Q* Did you have any idea at that time what the engineer wanted to 
talk bo you about? 

A. No* I was a little suspicious when Mr* FEHSE asked me for the 
Maritime Register that he wanted it for a purpose that might get him 
into trouble or me into trouble. 

Were you, then, suspicious of the meeting with this engineer before 
you went up there? 

A. Well, not so much. So then we went to 42nd Street, between 6th 
and 7th Avenue, parked the car off 6th Avenue, and he took me in a 
building on the down-town side of 42nd Street, between 6th and 7th 
Avenues* What floor I do not recall* 

Q* Mr* BLANK, did Mr, FHISE give you some indication why he wanted 
you to go to that office and talk with the engineer* You ordinarily 
do not go off with somebody to talk to individuals unless you know

Q* Well, do you know why you went up there? lou do not ordinarily go 
just because somebody wants to talk to you, do you?

Q* Were you suspicious of FEHSE? 

A. A little bit. 

Q. Yet you went with him to see this engineer? - 

A, Yes. 



Q. Tell us what happened after you entered the office of the 
engineer, 

A. We entered the office, and we were sitting around a desk* He 
introduced me in the man's office, and the man asked me where I worked,

if I mentioned how many years I worked there, 

Q, Did you tell this engineer that you thought you would come up 
to him once and report to him? 

A. I do not recall saying that. I had nothing to report to that 
man.

A* I think he asked me if I had some contacts with somebody from

Q, And where did he work? 

A. He worked on the Bremen. 

Q. Did you ask this man, this engineer, if he knew^ 

A. I do not know a| | I heard of him. Never met him, 

though. Never saw hint* 

Q. Th i s i|^^^^^^^^ f whom you have heard, where does he work? 

A. He is with the JUNKERS AIRPLANE CO* in Dressau, 

Q* Did this individual ask if you were over there in 1939, meaning 
Germany? 

A. I do not know if he asked me that, but I was not there in 1939. I 
was in Germany in January and February 1936. 

Q» Did this individual ask you how long you had been in this business, 
meaning espionage business? 

A. Well, he didn't ask me about espionage business, He asked me if 

I ever got some informationV I said well, I gave • TSCHTRRA. a letter , once, 

Q, That you had received from whom? " 
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A, From a customer -who asked me if I can send a letter to Berlin, 

Q, Do you recall the name of the customer? 

A* No, 

Q, Do you recall when this was that you gave this letter to TSCHIRRA? 

A. I think it was spring 1939. 

Q» You do not know what was in the letter, 

A. No, I also got for TSCHIRRA some magazines. 

Q. What kind of magazines? 

A, One magazine he asked for, two or three numbers of the magazine called 
"DIESEL", and one or two magazines of aviation, all American publications, 

Q. Did he ask you to get him anything else? 

A, He asked me once if I ever should be able to get anything which 
should be of interest to him I can give it to him, so I asked him what, 
Kc referred to new publications or informations on chemicals or aviation 
or automobiles, I said well, I do not think I would be able to do 
that, but if I should hear something I can let him know. But I never 
got anything for him except that one letter, 

Q, Did the person who brought this letter to the store ask you to give 
it to HANS? 

A, No, 

Q. He asked you to get it to Germany? 
A, Yes, 

Q, Was the letter addressed to anyone? 

A, No. He mentioned when the man is in Berlin he can open the letter. 
And once I got a magazine for him which I had to get down-town in some 
kind of a second-hand store, a back number of an aviation magazine* He 
gave me ten dollars for expenses and in case he wanted something else 
again I should keep the rest, 

Q, How often did HANS give you money? Were you receiving regular sums 
from him periodically?

Q« On haw many occasions do you recall that HANS paid you for 
information, or in connection with getting information* 

A* Well, once on some magazines for him and some articles, and 
on another occasion I think he gave me five dollars. 

Q. On tiro occasions - one tine he gave you ten dollars and one 
time he gave you five dollars. 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did you ever give HANS any other letters besides that one? You 
have no idea who the customer was. Re just asked you to see that it 
got to Berlin and knowing HANS, you gave it to HANS to take to 
Eerlin.

A* I got this letter from a customer who comes in once in a while, 
and he asked me to send this letter to Berlin, but not through the 
mails. 

Q. Were you suspicious of the letter at that time?

A. Well, I didn't ask the man. I thought he must have a reason, but 
I didn't ask him.

A. I think that is the man on the Excambion . Is that the man? 

Q, Yes. He formerly worked on the Excambion . 

A. I think Mr. STAELER introduced me to him. 

Q, That is OSCAR STABLER, 

A. Yes. 

Q. He introduced you to this man? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Did you ever give any letters to CONRADIN DOLD? 
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Q* Did you ever give anything at all to him to take over to Germany 
or any other place? 

A, No* 

Q« Did you ever give OSCAR STABLER any letters to take to Germany 
or elsewhere? 

A, Yes, To Germany, by way of Italy , On two occasions, If I recall it right, 
two letters each, one to my brother and one to my parents. Once an en~ 

, velope and a book called "DIESEL", by PAUL WILKINSON, an American 

J publication, by way of Lisbon.

A, Tfihich letters? 

Q# The envelope and the book that you refer to* 



Q« And with what company is she connected? 
A, JUNKER AIRCRAFT CORP. INC. 

Q, -She was the agent for' the JUNKER AIRCRAFT CO, in the United States 
or in New York? 

A. They have an office here, 

Q, -She was an agent of th<5 JUNKER AIRCRAFT CO, in Germany? 

A, No, Just an employee. No agent, 

Q, Also at a branch office of the JUNKER CO, in Germany. 

A* No, It is incorporated here in the State of New York, bo I do 
not know if it is a branch office, because they do not manufacture 
anything over here, 

Q« Well, did she take care of the business in New York for the JUNKER 
CORP. in Germany?

Q. Ton never gave OSCAR STABLER any letters to take to Genoa, Italy, 
addressed to any people in Germany, other than your people and your 
brother? 

A, No. I do not think so. To Italy, no. 

Q* And you only gave OSCAR STABLER two letters? 

A. One envelope, letter and book. The book was not wrapped. I asked 
him later on if he could take a letter along for my parents to Portugal. 
He refused to do so. 

Q« Did you ever ask him to take any letters to Lisbon, Portugal, on 
any other occasions? 

A. No. 

Q« Did OSCAR STABLER ever give you any letter to be transmit 1 
Germany or elsewhere? 

A* Give me any letter to be transmitted to Germany? 
Q. Or elsewhere? 
tnC_ A. Well, the letter oi 

Q. Other than that letter? 
A* No. 

Q. He did not give you a letter to be transmitted to Germany after hia 
arrest in Bermuda?

A. To a lady in the German Consulate. I do not recall the name.

Q* Do you know what the letter contained? 
A* Without reading it. ^ 
Q, Do you knowj ^ ^ 

A, I never met the lady. 

Q. Do you know anything about her activities? 

A* I overheard some conversation somewhere, I do not recall, on what 
occasion it was* 3ut she was always going back and forth to Germany, 
and had quite some money on hand in New York* And those people that 
talked about her seemed to me that they were kind of suspicious about 
her. 

Q, In your- conversation with the engineer on 42nd Street, did you 
mention the name of -Dr« DOUGLAS SAUERMANN? 

A* Yes. 

Q. In what respect? 

A* I asked him if he knows Dr* DOUGLAS SAUERMANN, aid he said no, who 
is he. I said I know him for years from the book store and he was in 
Germany and has been arrested in early 1940 in Rumania, and is now back 
in the United States again* And I would like to know why he was arrested 
in Rumania, because he is looking for work and I would like to help 
him to get a job, but first I would like to know if the man is reliable. 
So I asked the engineer if he has any possibility to find o ut from the 
other side more about him* I never got a reply. 

Q» Did you tell the engineer that you wanted this information because 
Dr* SAUERMANN wanted to work with you? 

A* As I recall it, I wanted to get some work for him* 

Q* Did you write this individual's name down on a piece of paper for 
the engineer? 

A* . Yes. Ho got me to write down the name* 



Q, I will show you a piece of paper which has Dr. DOUGLAS SAUERMANN 
written on it. Is that your handwriting? 
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A, I wrote this. 

Q, rou wrote Dr, DOUGLAS, But you did not write SAUERMANN. Do you 
recall writing this in the engineer's office? 

A* Xes. 

Q, Were you afraid to write Dr, DOUGLAS SAUERMAM 's name on a piece 
of paper in this engineer's office? For fear someone might find 
it? 

A, Well, I didn't see any reason why I should write it down for him, 
because I was suspicious and I didn't want to get mixed up in anything 
in that office. So I asked him why would I have to write it down, and 
he says well, you write it down. That's alright, 

Q« Were you suspicious of this engineer? Or Mr, FEHSE, at that time? 
A, Yes. When I was in that office I was suspicious* 
Q» Why? 

A, Well, it seemed to me that I had the feeling they would do some 
illegal- activities and I didn't want to get mixed up with it. 

Q, Did the engineer ask you what k ind of business address you had 

in Berlin, in order to send this message acrosi regarding Dr, SAUERMAM? 

A, It is possible that he did, but I didn't give any definite address 
in Berlin. 

Q. Did you tell him it should go to Berlin or anyplace else? 

k* I said the best thing was if he had a chance to write to Berlin, 

Q. And whose name should be mentioned? Did you tell him to mention 
anyone's name for the message to be given to? 

A* I do not recall that. 

Q, Did you tell him to send it to- HANS TSCHIRRA or to mention the name 
of -HANS TSCEIRRA in the message? 

A* No, I do not know his address, 

Q, Did you tell the engineer that TSCHIRRA worked in the War Ministry? 

A. Not as I recall it',- because I don't know, ... . 

Q, Did you kaavr that HANS TSCHIRRA. worked in the War Ministry? 




A* No* 

Q, Did you mention to this engineer that you had individuals in 
the Navy lard here in New York who might be able to give you 
information? 

A* I mentioned to him that several customers coming into Westermann's 
who buy German - English books on navigation and ship building and sail- 
boat building and I thought that they have something to do with ship 
building. So he asked me if I know these people have some private 
connections* I said no, I haven't, and I couldn't afford to go out 
with those people, I haven't got the money* Then he said we might 
be able to get some money for you* I said how. He said, well, I 
can write to Berlin, and what -mould you say to that? I said, well 
something like it is up to you, or something like that* I do not know 
exactly what* I also never got a reply but I was suspicious even 
j though' he sent me a telegram after I was in his office to come up to 
see him* I did not do so, I called him up that I am not able to 
come, might come some other day, but I didn't do it. After that he 
called me on my new job one day and asked me to come up and see him 
the same day, if I recall it right* I said I haven't got any time, 
I have to come some other day*, just to tell the man something, 
because I had no intention whatsoever to come there any more, 

Q* Did anyone ever call you after that meeting with the engineer in 
his office in regard to getting telephone books of English cities, 
requested by Germany* 

A* It is possible that it was so, I never got anything of the kind, 
because it is impossible to get anything like that from England* 

Q, Do you recall anyone calling you with reference to getting telephone 
books? 

A, I am not sure, 

Q* Did you mention to the engineer that you were able to express your- 
self in code among the people in 'Westermann's Eook Store? 

A. No, I only said, as I recall, if I want to meet a friend of mine 
or somebody and I want to let him know the time, I only say for instance 
the book costs six dollars and fifty cents, which means I will meet 
him on 6th Avenue and 50th Street* That is all I mentioned to him* 
Nothing about a code* 

Q* Did you mention the name -WILKINSON during the conversation with 
the engineer? - 

A* I do not recall that* I might mention a Deisel "book " written by 

Mr* WILKINSON, - ' " 
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Q, Did you say that this WILKINSON- received money from Germany 
for articles he wrote? 

A. I do not know that* I do not recall it* I know he wrote some 
articles in the magazine called "DIESEL", on Diesel engines, with 
pictures of German Diesel engines* Also in his book called "Diesel" 
if I recall it right, are illustrations, and the text was about 
eighty per cent on German Diesel engines* 

Q* Did the engineer ask you if you were a member of the party here 
in New York? 

A. I do not recall that, but I am not a member of the party* 

Q» Did you mention knowing numerous individuals in the German Sports 
Club, who work for various plants from whom you might be able to 
get information? 

A* I think he asked me if I knew some people, and I said well, I 
know some people, mechanics, and so forth, but I didn't say I can 
get information for you* 

Q. Did you tell- him, this engineer, that these club members have 
known you for a number of years but that they didn't know anything 
else? 

A* Anything else about what? 
Q. About your work* 

A. "Sell, they all know I was working* They all know that. That I 
am in the Westermann Book Store, But I never did anything of that kind, 
like making connections to gather some information from people in the 
sport club. Nothing of the kind, 

Q* Did the engineer ask you if you were a naturalized citizen? 
A, That is possible* 

Q« Did you tell him that you would be willing to take out papers 
again, although your papers had lapsed? 

A. I do not recall* 

Q* Did you tell this engineer that sometime last year you had an 
individual who had information concerning gas tanks and brakes for 
airplanes, but that you didn't have any money? 
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A* No. I think I told him there was a customer in the store 

and he had something new* He asked me if I knew somebody who would 

buy a new idea about brake lining. 

Q. Brake lining for what? 

A. It could be used for any kind of brake lining, but he wanted 
five hundred dollars for it, and I told the man no, and I never heard 
of him again* 

Q. Did he mention anything concerning gas tanks for airplanes? 
A« No. 

Q. Did not mention airplanes at all? 

A. He might ask me if I know anybody in airplane factories but I didn't 
mention anything about airplanes that I know*

A. I do not recall that. 

Q. Did he ask you if you could get in touch with him again?

A. He gave me a card, but after I received a telegram I called him up* 
I threw the card away, 

Q. What did the card contain? 

A. X think it contained the office, waich I do not recall, and another 
name on the bottom, I do not know if I am correct in that. I threw

Q» Now, Mr. BLANK, after you left the. meeting with this engineer and 
Mr. FEHSE, did you continue your efforts to locate the Maritime Register?

Q. Did you make any effort to obtain anything for Mr. FEHSE or the 
enginaer? 
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A. No sir, 

Q. Although you had attempted to locate the Maritime Register 
for Mr. FEHSE prior to going up to this meeting with the engineer. 

A* Before that, you mean? I told him right away I doubted very 
much if I can get it for him, so 1 asked our president if we are able 
to get that through the book store* He said I do not think so* You 
had better find out* So I asked another man from our office if he knows 
something about it, and he says, as far as he knows people who want 
it have to write for it*

Q* And where is he located? 

A* In the Magazine Department* 

Q. Did you try to locate this liaritime Register any other place? 

A* No* 

Q. Did you ask any other individual about it? 

A* I do not recall it, if I asked somebody I know how to get it, 

Q* Mr. BLANK, do you know anyone in MUELLER' s RESTAURANT, at 
322 E. 86th Street? 

A. MUELLER* s RESTAURANT: There is one that as called AUGUST STEUER, 
I do not know anyone in MUELLER'S RESTAURANT* I don't know if the 
owner of STEUER' s is MUELLER, but a lot of the members go from the 
German Sport Club in the evening or after the games* That is between

A. German Library of Information. 

Q. When did you commence the employment with the German Library of 
Information? 
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A, Either the thirtieth of April or the first of May.

able to start Monday, May the fifth. I talked to the Board of Directors 
of the Westermann Co., and told them that I am able to get a better 
position it th the German Library of Information, and asked for the 
permission to let me quit my job with a short notice, which they 
granted^ So I started to work in the German Library of Information 
Ua- c ion . 

Q, Are you presently employed by the German Library of Information? 



A. Yes. 



Q. And that employment will continue until when? 



A. Well, I do not know. We were supposed to leave by orders from the 
State Department July 10, and I haven't heard anything if we are further 
employed by them or not. 

I would like to mention especially that after I have been in the 
office on 42nd Street that I broke off all the contacts with this man 
and didn't want to have anything to do with him. I would like to state 
that, not recalling the name of FEHSE, I identified the photograph of 
an individual shown to me, whose name was PAUL FEHSE, with whoa I 
went to the office of the engineer on 42nd Street, and who contacted 
me previously, and who is referred to herein as FEHSE. 



The above statanent consisting of nineteen pages was given 
by me of my own free will, and is true and correct to the best of my 
knowledge.

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BLANK made *11 corrections in his ownhsjadwrittng. 
As a result of questioning by Special Agents (| p BL&.KK 

advised that he had been a salesman for the HEETEL COMPANY, 
Freiburg, Germany, which is a retail and wholesale textile house, 
before coming to the United States. He stated that he came to the 
United States on May 1, 1928 from Hamburg, Germany on the 
•Deuba chland n . He advised that he had worked for a period of about 
four months from about May 1928 to August 1928 as a bus boy and 
waiter at the Hotel Roosevelt. He was employed by the B. WESTERMANN 
COMPANI, 20 West 48 Street, from September 1928 to May 1929} by the 
DEUTSCHE BUCHGEMEINSGHAFT at 46 West 40 Street, from May 1929 to the 
Fall of 1930 as a clerk in the book store which sells German 
literature. He was again employed by the B. Westermann Company book 
8 tore from the Fall of 1930 to May 2, 1941, at which time he 
accepted employ? mnt at the German Library of Information, beginning 
this employment on May 5» 1941. 

BLANK advised that he was a member of the German Sports 
Club, Throggs Neck, Bronx, New lork, where he was a coach for the 

Soccer Team and did not have to pay dues in view of the fact that he 
was coach. 

BLANK stated that he worked as a clerk in the German 
Library of Information, doing res earch 
anyof the other employees except)^ 
| iGeman Library of Information,]_ 
HecTaiaed not to know any of the other employees or their names or 
to know how many employees were employed at the German Library of 
Information* He was receiving a salary of forty-five dollars a week 
at the time of his arrest. 

BLANK advised that he does not own a car; that he owns his 
own furniture and that he pays a rent of thirty-seven dollars per 
month. He stated that his wife works fer the Irving Trust Company, 
1 Wall Street^as^^wj^ressinl^eejirLs^unch room. Be advised 
that he has ^^^^^'^(^Wir^S^^^^^^iho is a waiter in ;y-V 
Chicago, whose address, is Vuintaown.;:.^ 

He further advised that he had taken out first naturalisation 
papers which had expired last year. He stated that he had gone back 
to Germany on a visit on June 1, 1933 and came back to ihe United States 
on August 31, 1933; that he had made another visit to Germany in 
January of 1936 and returned in February of 1936. 
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Store and that » d stAtes 
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BIANK informed that possibly he asked the engineer if he 
knew HANS TSCRTRRA. With respect to -HANS TSCHXRRA, BLANK stated 
that he knew -TSCRTRHA twenty years ago in Loerrach, Germany, and 
that he did not see -TSCHIRRA again until three or four years ago 
when - TSCHIRRA came into Westermann's Book Store and inquired if he 
were the MAX BLANK that- TSCRTRRA had known twenty years ago* 
BLANK stated that on occasions he sold TSCHIRRA some books and 
magazines but did not give him anything to take back to Germany. 

BLANK stated that he met PAUL FEHSE about January 1941 
when FEHSE came to Westermann's and asked for him, BLANK stated he 
became suspicious of FEHSE on the latter's first visit to Westermann's 
at which time FEHSE asked BLANK to get him some magazine from 
Canada dealing with machinery, and also asked him to get a copy of 
the Maritime Register, and two American magazines. 

BLANK stated that when he and FEHSE went to see the 
engineer on 42nd street auu the engineer »«ked about his connections 
in Germany he became suspicious of that individual and had a 
feeling that everything w as not ri ght* It is noted on a later 
occasion BLANK told AgentjJ| (^that this feeling of suspicion was 
that he thought the engineer was in the spy business. However, 
later BLANK would only describe his suspicion as believing that 
this individual was in some illegal business. BLANK would not admit 
that the discussion taking place between himself, FEHSE and the 
engineer in the latter's office dealt with espionage but would only 
say that he had a feeling something was not right and he wanted to 
get out. 

BLANK also advised that he asked the engineer about Dr. 
DOUGLAS SAUERMANN because SAUERMANN owed Westermann some money and 
he wanted to find out about SAUERMANN. He also told another story 
about SAUERMANN. BLANK stated SAUERMANN is a chemist and wanted 
BLANK to help him get a Job and as BLANK had heard SAUERMANN- had been 
arrested in Romania he wanted to find out if SAUERMANN were reliable 
before he recommended him for work, BLANK insisted that SAUERMANN 
was never going to work with htm or for him but he (BLANK) was going 
to help get a job for SAUERMANN. BLANK informed he has known 
SAUERMANN for several years, having met him at Westermann*s and he 
read in the papers that SAUERMANN ' had been arrested in Romania in 
1939. BLANK admitted the engineer asked him to write down about 
SAUERMANN" and he did write SAUERM&NN'S name, AgentJ||Pe:xhibited 
the note written in the engineers office concerMn^SAUERMANN h '•■

and BLANK stated that he wrote the "Dr. Douglas" but the rest of 
the -writing does not appear to be his writing. He denied that he 
told the engineer to forward this information on SAUEPMANN to TSCHIRRa 
in Berlin. He also denied that he had made any statement to the 
engineer that -HANS TSCKRRA is connected with the German War Ministry. 

BIANK stated that he never mentioned anything to the 
engineer in the presence of PAUL FEHSE about airplane parts, rubber- 
sealing gas tanks or anything pertaining to airplanes. He stated that 
he did not say he had first heard about the Messerschmitt plane at 
the German Sports Club, as he first heard of this plane from the 
newspapers. He ad-vised that he knows no one at the German Sports Club 
in airplane plants and that most of the members of that club are 
waiters and carpenters. 

Futhermore, BIAiTKinfoo^dUia^ie does not recall telling 
the engineer that he knows J^^^^^^^^SP He deniec^cnowingsuch 

a person but did say that nena&iieard of a lady nAmed||^£^%^pwho 

has a lot of money and who makes trips back and forth ^HSiropeV 

BIANK denied knowing LEO 1NAALEN and further stated no one 
had requested him to get any directories of English cities. Upon 
viewing the photograph of laALEN, BIANK could not identify this 
individual. 

During the period of interrogation BIANK advised that on one 
occasion when FEHSE came to the book store - he believed the second 
visit - some man was with him but FEHSE did not introduce this 
individual who looked at magazines while FEHSE and he talked. BLANK 
does not recall receiving a telephone call from 1AALEN. 

Further in regard to the conversation at the engineer's 
office, BIANK stated the engineer asked if he had any connections and 
BIANK believed that he mentioned the name STABLER but also stated 
STABLER is not on a boat now. The engineer asked when his connections 
were broken off and I|IANK told him that boats had not been running 
since 1939 » Ihen the engineer asked if BLANK had any contact among 
scientific men, BIANK told him he could not afford to go out much. 
Then the engineer suggested that he contact Germany to get some money 
for BLANK, to this BLANK stated he had told the engineer he was not 
interested. 

BLANK advised that the engineer did not ask him directly ' 
if he could get some information but' he had asked this indirectly when - 
he asked about his connection among scientific men. BLANK stated that

he became suspicious of the engineer and wanted to get out of his 
office and that he only stayed there fifteen minutes or half an 
hour j that he went up the engineer's office about six o'clock one 
afternoon with PAUL FEHSE and that this was the only time that he 
visited that office. Some time after he visited the engineer's 
office the engineer sent him a telegram asking him to come up that 
afternoon* However, BLANK telephoned the engineer and told him 
he could not come up that afternoon but would come the next afternoon. 
BLANK did not go to the engineer's office the next afternoon. 
After this communication and after BLANK had started working for the 
German Library of Information the engineer telephoned him requesting 
BLANK to come up to his office, but this BLANK again refused to do.

MAX BLANK, in Freiburg, Germany. He stated that these two letters 
were carried by STABLER to Europe and they were mailed by him at 
either Genoa or Naples, Italy and that they had been sent after the 
war started. He informed that the letter to his brother was just a 
plain envelope containing general information and that he probably 
mentioned that he hoped to see his brother again; that maybe he 
enclosed a photograph of himself j that there was nothing else in this 
letter. BLANK stated that the letter to his parents was just general 
information that is usually written to parents and he does not recall 
if he sent any photographs. BLANK did recall that in February or 
March 1941 he mailed through the United States mail two photographs 
of himself and that also about four weeks ago he wrote his parents and 
this letter was sent by airmail costing him thirty cents. This letter 
was just a personal letter telling of his change in position and of 
th^fac^ttja'tlM^rasiMkinsMgore money. He st ated that he also wrote 
ff^^^^^^^^^^^^^H^^^/f"'*' Osnabrueck as| prsnt into the 
army lastyea^sSdneaoesnot know where he is^Both of these 
letters were mailed and bore addresses* BLANK believed that the last 
letter he received from his parents was in April 1941 and that he 
heard from his brother's wife three or four weeks ago and that she Y 
.Inst teld h ow his famil y is and the fact that she does not know where 
his brother 



On furtheF interrogation by Special Agent||§i£ BLANK stated 
that after STABLER had taken the letters above mentioned to Italy 
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late last Fall he made another trip to Europe, talcing a letter to the 
German Consulate in Lisbon from BLANK. BLANK stated that this letter 
contained no address' but he had told STABLER to see that this letter gets 
to the Consulate in Lisbon, Portugal. The letter contained a few pictures 
of airplanes taken from newspapers and airline folders. The number of 
pictures enclosed is not recalled by BIANK; also this envelope contained 
one or two photographs of New Xork, one being that of the Empire State 
Building in the foreground and the uptown section in the background* 
BIANK got these pictures from a book called "Manhattan Magic". Be also 
stated that this letter included a photograph of a motor from some 
technical magazine and which was supposed to be a new motor. He 
reiterated that he told STABLER to take this envelope to the German 
Consulate in Lisbon and to tell someone there to see that the envelope 
gets to his brother. BIANK stated he did not write anything at all to 
enclose in this letter as his brother is in the army and he does not know 
where he can be located. BIANK could give no explanation as to how the 
German Consulate was to find out about his brother when he enclosed no 
communication at all in this letter. 

On further questioning BIAJNK absolutely ugj^d^sgfing LEO 7&ALEN 
or anyone by that name. He further denied knowing ■ and although 
he admitted having heard of him through reading aboutBP* <«\flii newspapers 
in the United States and also thinks he read aboutB ^^n a book pub- 
lished about JUNKERS or some airplanes. 

Concerning PAUL FEHSE, BLANK stated that he does not recall any 
one by that name, although he identified the photograph of FEHSE as being 
an individual whom he met in January of 1941 he believes. BLANK stated 
that this person who will be called FEHSE hereafter came to Westermann's 
and asked for Mr. BLANK. BIANK approached FEHSE and asked "What can I do 
for you?" FEHSE did not tell BIANK how he had obtained his name but did 
ask BIANK to get some magazines for him, namely, a magazine from Canada 
on machinery, two American magazines, one on aviation and one on machinery, 
and also asked for a Maritime Register* BIANK told FEHSE that the Canadian 
magazine would require a subscription and he was unable to get the magazine 
because of the war; that he would try to get the American magazines and 
furthermore he doubted very much if he could get the Maritime Register 
but for him to come around again and BIANK would find out in the meantime. 
BIANK stated that he obtained one American magazine on aviation and another 
on Diesel or some machinery, and that he asked the president of Westermann's 
if he could get the Maritime Register and was advised in the negative as 
whoever wants such a register should write for it Idjioelf; "BIANK told v 
FEHSE of his efforts to get the Maritime Register and FEHSE asked him to 
make additional efforts to obtain this Register and that he would come 
back at a later time. FEHSE came back several days later to Westermann r s 
and said that he was in the neighborhood and asked if BIANK had a chance 
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to get the Maritime Register, BLANK told him that he had not obtained it 
and asked him -why he wanted the Register. FEHSE stated that he needed it 
for somebody but did not tell BLANK for whom he wanted this Register* 
BLANK asked for whom FEHSE wanted the magazine as it seemed to be something 
dealing with shipping and still FEHSE did not reply. BLANK stated that 
he had doubts about FEHSE at that time as he wanted this magasine and BLANK 
thought he wanted it for someone whose name FEHSE did not desire to be known. 

BLANK knew FEHSE was German and they spoke in German because FEHSE 
spoke poor English. FEHSE did not tell BLANK what his business was and 
BLANK stated that he thought FEHSE was in some "fishy" business because 
FEHSE could not say for whom he worked* BLANK stated that he and FEHSE 
talked about the war and economic conditions all over the world and that 
he(BLANK^ mentioned that he had gotten a letter f romJfo^^d f rom -i&v 
^^^^^|(first name not recalled) in which letter ■ F explained 

the political and economic condition of Holland. FEHSE told BLANK that he 
would like to read the letter, so BLANK said that he would try to find it 
and bring it around to Westermann's so FEHSE could read the same. BLANK 
stated that he found this letter at his home and brought it to lfestermann , s 
for FEHSE to see at a later date. He later turned this letter over to 
FEHSE to take but asked FEHSE to bring it back. FEHSE did bring this 
letter back four or five days later. On this occasion FEHSE asked BLANK 
to go see an engineer around Times Square in New York. BLANK said he 
could not go that day, as he had something else to do. FEHSE suggested 
the next day, which BLANK believes he accepted as being all right, FEHSE 
told BLANK that the engineer wanted to meet him but he did not say why. 

On the next day BLANK and FEHSE went to 42nd Street between Sixth 
and Seventh Avenues. FEHSE introduced BLANK to the engineer and these three < 
FEHSE, the engineer and BLANK were the only ones present. The engineer, 
whose name BLANK does not recall, asked BLANK if he worked in Westermann's. 
BLANK told him yes, that he had worked there about twelve years. The 
engineer asked about what kind of books they sold and BLANK'S business there. 
BLANK told the engineer that he was a salesman in Westermann's. The engi- 
neer asked if BLANK did not meet a lot of people and BLANK told him yes, 
that he met all kinds of people. The engineer said that BLANK must have 
a lot of engineers and scientists for customers. BLANK replied that he 
knew a lot of them for some years. The engineer then asked BLANK if he had 
any contacts among them - meaning personal contacts. BLANK told the engi- 
neer "Kb, I can't go. out much because I can't afford it." Blank .stated 
that he ^ thinks ^ if he knew anyone in airplane . -factories 

and that he told the engineer that he did not know anyone 'p^ 
who works in airplane factories.

The engineer then asked if he knew anyone on a boat, to which 
BLANK replied that he had not met anyone on any boat since the war broke 
out. The engineer then asked who BLANK knew on boats and BLANK told him 
that HANS TSCHIRRA had got in touch with him (BLANK) j that TSCHIRRA had - 
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heard that BLANK was working in Westermann'a Book Store and had cone by 
to find pat if BLINK were the mm he had known twenty years ago in his 
home town, Laerrach* BLANK stated that this was the first time he had 
seen TSGHIRRA. since 1920 or 1921. BLANK said that TSCHIRBA told him 
that he was the cashier or treasnrer on the BREMEN. BLANK told the engi- 
neer that TSCHIRRA. came in to Westernahn's once ia a while and got some 
magazines or books - technical books or scientific books more or less* 
BLANK also mentioned that a friend of his had been on the Exeambion 
and had been taken off it at Bermuda by the British and had been released 
in January, 1941 j this friend had told BLANK he was arrested under suspi- 
cion by the British for anti-British activities. (BLANK said STABLER told 
him afterwards he was supposed to have something with him which was not 
so and after investigation he was released,) BLANK also told the engineer 
that his friend's name on the EXCAMBION was STABLER and he said that 
STABLER had taken an envelope with him for BLANK containing photographs 
of airplanes obtained from folders and magazines* BLANK told the 
engineer that STABLER had been laid off the EXCAMBION and the engineer 
then wanted to know if he had gotten his job back, to the best of BLANK 1 s 
recollection, 

BLANK stated that WS6HIRRA*s father Lad a photographic store in 
Laerrach but he does not recall saying that HANS TSCHIRRA was a photographer 
on the boat BREMEN. At this point BLANK advised that he had another con- 
tact before the war but di d not mention this individual to the engineer. 
Ihis person m 4i |«ho was on the HANSA. 

The engineer asked BLANK if he had any connections in Germany, 
to which BLANK replied that he had none, except his own people, BLINK 
asked the engineer if he had connections and the engineer Just said "Well," 
BLANK said that he told the engineer that he would like to find out about 
a man who was arrested in March of last year (1940) in Romania* The engi- 
neer wanted to know the name of this individual and BLANK told him this 
man was BR. DOUGLAS SA HERMANN, The engineer requested BLANK to write down 
this name for him, which BLANK did and then the engineer asked what kind 
of man is Br. SAUERMANN. BLANK told him that S A HERMANN is a chemist out 
of work and he (BLANK) wanted to help him get work and before recommending 
SAUERMANN he desired to know why he was arrested, BLANK stated that he 
never received a reply from the engineer concerning the information received 

from Germany concerning SAUERMANN, .

Ihen the engineer asked BLANK if he had any contacts among engi- 
neers and scientific men, BLANK stated that he could not afford to get 
out. The engineer then taid that if BLANK wanted to go out with someone .a 
and had expenses he (the engineer ) liighi 1 »$U> toJge$ nlk some money, V 
BLANK stated that this made- him ^rery suspicious and he told the engineer^ 
that he would come around some other time. BLANK reiterated previous 
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information that he had a feeling the engineer's business -was something 
that -was not right; a feeling of something illegal in the business and 
he made up his mind quick to get away* BIANK stated that he and FEHSE 
■went to visit this engineer at about 5:30 p.m. and stayed there until 
6 or 6:15 p.m. 

With further regard to flHSHEB^^S^^ed that he 

is positive that he never told the engineer that J^^^^^^p ins true ted 
him while he was in Germany during 1936, that is, between tne period 
January 11, 1936 to February 18, 1936. Furthermore, BIANK stated that 
he does not know nor has he ever known anyone who works in the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard or the Brooklyn Navy Yard, However, while he was 
employed at Westermann's he did have some customers who bought books on 
navigation, shipbuilding, sailboat building, and that these books were in 
the English and German languages, BIANK did not know the names of these 
customers nor did he know where they were employed. He further advised 
that he never mentioned anything about a code nor did he say anything 
about being suspicious about a code. 

BIANK stated that no mention was made by anyone at 42nd 
Street concerning aviation plans, materials or developments; particularly 
BIANK states that he is positive he never mentioned if he had money he 
had access to airplane plans or something pertaining to airplanes. 
BIANK stated, however, that he had a customer once who said that he had 
an idea on brake lining and this is the only time he has discussed 
anything of this nature with anyone. This incident occurred a long time 
ago - about a year ago - and he does not know the name of the customer. 
EIANK advised that he told this customer to go to some automobile company 
to try to sell his idea. BIANK further advised that the conference with 
the engineer and FEHSE in the engineer's office was conducted in the 
German language. 

When questioned about blueprints that he h ad purcha 
BIANK stated that sometime ago he bought a library from a B^^^^ 
on East 57th Street, between Park Avenue and Lexington Avenue^Tffl 

the items purchased were some old blueprints on architecture of bridges. 
He stated that he supposed these blueprints are still at the Westermann's 
Book Store. 

Concerning his background, BIANK stated that he was born and 
attended school in Freiburg, Germany, where he also received his apprentice- 
ship training in the textile business. He left Freiburg about" 1920 and 
went to Lourraeh, Germany, where he did textile work until about 1921, at 
which time he went to the Province of Nuremburg, where he worked during 
1921-1922. BIANK left this place to return to Freiburg where he worked in 
a bank until 1923* This was during the -period of depression in Germany. 
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Thereafter he worked in the textile industry in Freiburg until 1928, at 
which time he left Germany for the United States* BIANK stated that he 

weeks ^ He held vario^^saa!^ which time he 

went to work in Westermann's Book Store and has continuously worked there 
for twelve years. BIANK stated that while he wae in Germany he was 
never a member of a political party and that he never had any military 
training. In this connection he stated that he was never connected with 
the German Air Corps nor any commercial airline in Germany, However, he 
did have a pin with an emblem similar to a flying bird on it. He advised 
that in Germany if one travels a certain distance by air the airline will 
give the passenger one of these pins. He stated that he had never told 
anyone that he received this pin from the German Air Corps . 

BIANK stated that hefl HH R929; that his 

wife came to the united states in 1929 and is a naturalized American 
citizen*

CONRADIN DOLD when questioned about MAX BLANK stated 
that during Christmas 1937, he attended a German affair at the Park 
Avenue Armory in New York City and on this occasion OSCAR STABLER 
introduced him to MAX BLANK who was in charge of the book stand. DOLD 
stated he did not see BLANK again until about a year and a half later 
when by accident he ran into him on board the S. S. EXCAMBION when the 
ship was in New York Harbor and ready to leave for Europe. (NOTE: 
STABLER 'S employment record shows he was a barber on the S. S. EXCAMBION 
from August 1935 to May 1937 and from March 1938 to December 23, 1940.) 

PAUL FEHSE when questioned about MAX BLANK stated that 
some time during the beginning of 1941 he visited YffiSTERMAN'S BOOK STORE 
on V/est 48th Street and Fifth Avenue, at which time he was interested 
in securing some copies of the Maritime Register and talked to BLANK 
about it. BLANK told him it was hard to secure the Register unless by 
subscription. He, FEHSE bought some aviation magazines at the time. 
BLANK seemed to know what he was interested in and after he returned 
several times he thought BLANK would make a good contact to take up to 
HARRY SAWYER'S Office and thus took him to SEBOLD'S office. FEHSE would 
not divulge any information implicating BLANK in espionage activities. 

OSCARSJABLER in his statement, advised that in about^

Either prior or subsequent to this BLANK had given him 
letters to deliver, possibly to the Ger man Consulate in Lisbon, at any 
rate, he turned them over to I^^^^P Lisbon for^eU.very.

An examination of the records of the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, Ellis Island, New York, reflect that HANS TSCHIRA arrived at the 
Port of New York, on the S* S. EUROPA on October 11, 1933 as crew member 
photographer. He was 34 years old, male and of German nationality* He 
was 5* 3", and weighed 168 pounds. He had had five years experience and 
this was his first trip on the S. S, EUROPA, He was to be discharged 
at the New York Port, 

The above records further reflect that on Line 6, Page 36, 
Volume 1301? of the Manifests of ship arrivals, erew listings, HANS 
TSCHIRA arrived at the New York Port as crew member photographer of the 
S, S, BREMEN, on September 20, 1937. He had had ten years previous 
experience and was not a crew member on the last voyage. He shipped 
September 14, 1937, at the Port of Bremen, He was not to be discharged 
at the Port of New York, He was able to read and write — a male, 38 
years of age, of German nationality and race. He was 5' 7", weighed 
208 pounds, and had no physical markings or defects. He had never been

The Bureau of Investigation, Washington, D. C», by letter, dated 
June 30, 1941* advised that no prior criminal record appears in the file* 
for ALFRED BROKHOFF. 

(Serial 8314) 



BROKHOFF was arraigned before tL» S. Commissioner EPSTEIN, Brooklyn, 
New York, June 30, 1941, and entered a plea of guilty. His bond was set 
at $25,000 and in default thereof, he was remanded to the custody of the 
U» S. Marshal pending action of the Grand Jury* 

A Grand Jury for the Eastern District of New York, returned an 
indictment July 15, 1941, charging BROKHOFF and other named defendants 
■with conspiracy to violate Section 233 of Title 22 and Section 32 of 
Title 50. 

On July 18, 194I> BROKHOFF was arraigned before the U« S, 
District Court of the Eastern District of New York, and plead guilty. 
The court deferred sentencing him until September 3, 1941, and in default 
of $25,000 bond, he was again remanded to the custody of the U. S» 
Marshal* 
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As a result of further questioning, EROKHOFF also stated 
that he was in the company of PAUL FEHSE on one occasion when Fehse 
gave WA11SCHEW5KT a roll of magazines which Walischewsky was to take 
over to the other side* 

BROKHOFF stated that he did not actually know what inform- 
ation was contained in these magazines but he did know that they were 
being smuggled out of the United States* 

EROKHOFF was also questioned with reference to a copy of 
U„S« NEWS" addressed to GEORGE C« SCHUH which was found in his, 
Brokhoff* s, residence* Brokhoff stated that he did not recall when 
Schuh left this magazine but that Schuh had been over to see him several 
times within the last few months. He insisted that the magazine had 
no significance in connection with this investigation and that Schuh 
did not leave it at his residence for transmission to Germany* The 
magazine, however, contained considerable informtion concerning the 
development of National Defense in the United States* 

With reference to fl £ nho ^ mentioned above, in 

BROKHOFF 1 S statement, as ha vingief^a b oo k on Arm y Regulations at his, 
Brokhoff f s residence, Brokhoff denied that MB MEiad any knowledge of 
his espionage activities or the espionage activaTies of his friends, 
and stated that he had no parkin this conspiracy; and that he had no 
information indicating that MBBwould engage in espionage activities* 
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In the search of BRORHOEF'S residence the following material 
was seized which might be psrtinent as evidence:

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PAUL BANTE, in his statement dated June 29, 1941, on page 
3, stated that about eight or ten months ago he met a man who called him- 
self PETER, whom he identified from a photograph as being PAUL FEHSE* 
At about the same time he met a man named BROKHOFF through GEORGE SCHUH; 
that BROKHOFF lived, as he understood, in West New York, New Jersey and 
it was his understanding that CLAUSING had, at one time, lived with 
Brokhoff, Later Peter lived with Brokhoff and Peter introduced Brokhoff 
to George Schuh* At one time when he was at George Schuh' s home in 
Newark, Brokhoff was there with him, 

FEHSE was questioned subsequent to his arrest about his know- 
ledge of BROKHOFF, and he stated that he had lived at 326 60th Street, 
West New York, with ALFRED BROKHOFF, a friend of his; that he had known 
BROKHOFF who worked in the United States Lines Piers for five or six 
years; that in July 1940 he left Brokhoff 's place and wanted to join the 
S.S. AMERICA which was a^JewDor^News, Virginia but was told to go back 
to New York to report to W^^^^^M 0 ^ Lines; that when he 

was living with Brokhoff in New Jersey he told him about what he was do- 
ing, that is, obtaining information on ships in New York and sending it 
over there*

GEORGE SCHUH, in his statement dated June 29, 1941, page 1, 
states that he first met PAUL FEHSE whom he knew as WALTER, about a year 
ago; that he happened to meet him in Zeiher Hall, Bergenline Avenue, 
West New York, New Jersey, at a barn dance, on which occasion he met AL 
BROKHOFF. Hearing his name he remembered that he knew a man of the same 
name in Germany and asked him if he was his son. He said he was. BROKHOFF 
stated he lived on 60th Street in West New York; that he saw Brokhoff a 
couple of weeks later at his, Schuh's, home. During the course of the 
conversation, Brokhoff stated that he was an engineer and was working for 
some shipping line; that he saw Brokhoff several times between the first 
time and the last time which was about three weeks ago* Further, that 
Brokhoff, at the time he called at his, Schuhts, home, also brought PAUL 
FEHSE with him. Schuh also stated that Paul Fehse might have used his, 
Schuh f s, typewriter oh some occasions when he was visiting him» 

FRANZ STIGLER, in his statement dated June 27, 194l> on page 
2, when asked whether or not he had ever driven •with Brokhoff along the - 
Yfest Side Highway and watched the ships "tied up at the piers, answered 
that he had a few times* 
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On page 14 of the statement, in response to the question, 
"Mil you ever work together id th Brokhoff getting information about 
ships in the New York Harbor" he ensnared, "I think I asked him once 
to drive me around," 

"When asked whether or not BROKHOFF had furnished him with 
any information to send to South America for transmission to Germany, 
STIGLER answered as follows: "Not that I know." 

On page 15 of the statement, when asked whether or not he had 
any other contacts with BROKHOFF he answered, "I sa^» him occasionally 
in New Jersey in his home" and when asked whether or not he knew that 
Brokhoff was furnishing information for the German Government, stated 
that he did not« 

Again on page 20, STIGLER was asked whether or not he ever

■ PU transmit messages to Germany], STIULISK answered as follows, 

I believe BS^j^y wrote me he would like to see me and I went down 
to Philadelphia anaaidnot know why he wanted to see me. When I came 
there he said he just wante d to tel l me what he told FEHSE already 
and what he found out aboutJ| 0 and that was all. I never went back 
again. We drove down to Philadelphia - Fehse, Brokhoff and I. Brokhoff 
had a car, I think it was in May or June of 1940 •»•* in front of the 
house I introduced him to Fehse and told him - I am not sure whether 
I told him when he comes to New York to see Fehse or to write to him* 
I guess I gave him the address of Fehse in care of Brokhoff . • «" • 



LEO WAALSN, in his statement dated June 29, 1941, on page 4, 
when questioned concerning BROKHOFF, stated that he was introduced to 
ALFRED E» BROKHOFF by PAUL FEHSE but could not recall the time and 
circumstances although he did recall that he attended a party at Brokhoff 1 s 
home in West Hew York, New Jersey, during the early part of 1941 
at which time Fehse was present and introduced him to HEINRICH CLAUSING* 

On page 5, WAALEN stated that about the last of April 1941 
upon seeing HARRY SAWYER he was introduced to ERTHN SlEGLERj that on this 
occasion he told Sawyer that BROKHOFF and CLAUSING were waiting to see 
thenT(Sawyer and Waalen) .and that Sawyer and he then went over to the 
ZUM SCHWARZEN ABLER restaurant where they met Brokhoff and Clausing; that 
he introduced Sawyer and Brokhoff. From there they decided to go over to 
RICHARD EECHENLAUB'S place known as THE LITTLE CASINO located on 85th 
Street, New York City. After arriving at Eiehenlaub's they talked about 
the war in general, and Paul Fehse being arrested. 
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During this "get-together" he observed BROKHOFF hand SAW7ER 
a message but he did not know what was in it and did not give it any 
thought as Brokhoff gave the note of his own free will and he, Wen,

BROKHOFF furnished the following information concerning him- 
self, stating that he was born April 17, 1902, at Bielefeld, Germany, 
where he resided during his early years* During the first World War 
he was employed in a steel foundry until the latter part of the war 
at which time he shipped on a Merchant ship to Sweden. He made one 
trip and on his return the war was over, in view of the revolution in 
Germany, 

He returned to Bielefeld where he maintained his heme until 
1923. During the years between the first v/orld War and his departure 
for the United States in 1923 he served one year in the German Military 
Service and was employed as a deck hand on Merchant vessels sailing out 
of Hamburg, 

In he came bo the United States as a Quota Immigrant, 

arriving November 18, 1923 on the S« S. ALBERT BALLIN and filed his First 
Papers for U« S* citizenship shortly after arrival and was admitted to 
citizenship during 1929* 
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The personnel files of the United States Lines reflect the 
following record of nonies paid to ALFRED BROKHOFF from January 4> 
1939 to June 25, 1941*

pIKRICH CLAUSING, make the following voluntary statements to 

-vho I understand to be a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau 

of investigation. United States Department of Justice, all without fear, force, 
offer or promise of reward, with full knowledge that I do not have to make them 
and that they maybe used against me in Court. Further, I wish to state that I 
understand, read and write the English Language. 

I was born in Hesselteith, Germany on November 22nd., 1907. I lived 
here with my parents, HEHiiAh CLAUSING and LOUISE (HARHAN) CLAUSING until I was 
about sixteen jears of age. I finished the grammar schools there and attended 
a private school for four years thereafter. After this I went to Ossabrueck, 
Germany where I attended a cooking school, learning to be a chef. My father 
died about 1918 in Germany, my mother still resjLdesin that Country at 121, 
Hoerste, in the Country, '.rith^ B^ ^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^^ I first came to the 
United States about 1927 as a cock or. the S- S. New York of the American- 
Kamburg Lines. I followed the high seas on various vessels as a cook: until 
about September 1934- when I again arrived at the Port of New York on the S. S. 
EX0CH0RDA, of the American Export Line. I decided to remain in the United 
States at this time and shortly thereafter, filed my first papers for American 
Citizenship at Jersey City, New Jersey. I was later naturalized at the same 
place during the Spring of 1938. 

As I now recall from about December 1935 to the Fall of 1937, I 
worked on the S. S. Man hattan of the United States Lines as a Cook. During 
this tirre, one PAUL FEHSE was a member of that vessel's crew, with whom I 
later became very friendly. In the meantime, I had known one FRANZ STIGLER 
for sometime as a former crew mate with me on the S. S. President Harding 
prior to the time that I worked with FEHSE on the S. S. Manhattan. 

Yfhen the present war broke out between England and Germany, I was 
still working on the S. S. Manhattan as a cook, PAUL FEHSE still being a crew 
member also. This vessel was then running between the Port of New York and 
Ports in Germany, France and England. A few weeks after the present war be- 
gan, the United States Lines wanted me, among other seaman to ship out on the 
iianhattan for Ireland to pick up a load of American Citizens who had been 
gathered in Ireland. 1 agreed to go on this particular trip as I was told 
that no contraband was to be taken and that the vessel was to sail to Ireland 
only to pick up American Citizens. Since I was a -oitizen, I felt that I should 
ship out under the circumstances. told them I would go.. In the meantime, 
the ship began to load and later I learned was to sail to France and England 
On learning . this, I told them that I would not go and I did not because I did 
not want to go to a warring country but was willing to pick up American Cit~ 
zens in a Neutral Port, such as Ireland. " 



I then went to live with ALFRED E. BROKHOFF vfoom I had kno-vm for about 
four years as a dock mechanic with the United States Lines. I lived -with him for 
about six weeks, when I secured employment as a cook on the SS Argentina of 
the Moore-McCormack Steamship Line, in New York City, with whom I have since been 
employed. On one of my first trips back to New York following my first employ- 
ment by them, I began to hear rumors that PAUL FEHSE had shipped out on someother 
boat. It is possiole that I heard these rumors while I still was living with 
EROKHOFF. I can not be sure. I also later heard from some sourse that I do not 
now recall, that PAUL FEHSE had skipped his ship in Norway or Sweden, and knowing 
that he was supposed to be married and have a family in Germany, I just figured 
he had skipped to go home. 

Shortly after I hear the above rumors, FRANZ STIGLER came to me and 
said that PAUL FEHSE was coming back. He did not tell me how he knew this and 
I did not ask. He asked me for the address of ALFRED E. BROKHOFF which I had, 
and he thereupon gave me a small package about about 8" x3" xl" but did not 
tell me what was in it, and said that I should take the same to ALFPED E. 
BP.OKHOFF and tell him it was for PAUL F2HSE and to keep it until FEB SB returned 
but to tell him nothing else. This 1 did and BROKHOFF did not seem to know 
about it so I told him that PAUL FEHSE was going to return to the United States. 
BROKHOFF took the package and said alright. On my next trip bank to New York 
after the above incident -which was about thirty-eight days, I went to BROKHOFi/'S 
house and found that PAUL FEHSE was there. I told FEHSE why I had left the 
S. S. Manhattan and he agreed with me saying that that vras the reason why he 
had left that ship also. No one else was present during these conversations 
betweenFEHSE and myself to the best of my recollection. In conversations that 
followed, FEHSE told me that he had jumped ship in Norway, gone to visit his 
wife in Hamburg, Germany and while here was contacted by Germany Authorities 
who induced him to return to the United States for them and collect any informa- 
tion which might be of value to German Authorities and transmit it back to them 
through contacts in Italy. At this time, FEHSE told me about a man named 
-GSRHOFFy whom he indicated was his immediate superior officer-. I do not re- 
call any of the details about that man. FEHSE did not mention any others that 
I can now recall. FSHSE told me that I had done right in leaving the S. S. 
Manhattan and that I should be willing to do what I could for Germany as my 
mother and brother were still in Germany. I told FEHSE that I was willing to 
help Germany a nyway_^haj^X_c_ojfla^^ tish. FEHSE gave 

me the nane of J • to whom I 

should forward an^^nc^n^rtSn^I^^n^p^kup, adding tha^tne material and 
information when received at the above address "would be sent on to Germany 
Authorities in Germany. 

Thereafter during the, next several months, I watched the ships that 
we passed on the high seas and different ports and from time to time, forward- 
ed this information to the mail drop that PAUL FEHSE had furnished to me. .. I. 
must have sent in all, about three or four- letters. As I recall, I mailed 
these letters from Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. I used a ficticous return address- 
in mailing these letters. I recall that I signed these letters "CARLOS", 
which name I told PAUL FEHSE that I would use as he suggested to me that I 
use a false name.

Later I told PAUL FSHSE of my operations aid told him that I wondered 
■whether the information had reached Germany or not. He told me not to worry that 
he would hear if it had an let me know. A short time later, PAUL FEHSE told me 
that a friend of his named SAWYER** had heard that my letters had been received. 
As it was such a short time after I had asked FEHSE about it that I just knew 
that the receipt had been advised by airmail or wire or even maybe radio. FEHSE 
told me that he wanted to introduce me to his friend HARK? SAWYER which was 
agreeable with me. 

About two weeks before PAUL FEHSE'S arrest, which would have been 
during the first two weeks in March 1941, I went over to ALFRED E. BRQKHOFF'S 
house and met PAUL FEHSE. FEHSE introduced me to a man named LEO WAALEN, who 
was with him at that time and since WAALEN was with F5H5E, I knew that WAALEN 
must be all right, so I did not ask any questions. I do not recall whether 
BEQKHQFF was present at this meeting. I dc recall that FEHSE, WAALEN and my- 
self then went to a room in the News Week Building, where FEKSE introduced me 
to a man named HARRY SAWYER. FEHSE and WAALEN seemed to have already known this 
man before. During this meeting, SAWYER asked me about being in Germany lately 
and I told him where I was woiking. SAWYER asked me how I got my stuff across 
I told him that I mailed it.

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At about this same-time, PAUL FEHSE was talking about going back to 
Germany. He had lost his job and was running short of money. He asked me to 
loaned him $50.00, *ich I did. He later T; old .me that, he had told HARRY SAWYER 
to pay me $50.00 of the money due to him -by SAWYER vfoen he had a good opportun- 
ity.

I now recall that about two trips ago from South America, which would 
have been about the last of April 1941 I went to ALFRED E. BROKHOFF'S home to see 
him. As I recall BEOKHOFF told me that he was going to meet Harry SAWYER that ' 
night and for me to come along. It is possible that I am wrong about this state- 
ment, in any event, we were to see SAWYER that night. While I was waiting on 
BROKHOFF I noticed a "Soldier's Manual" of the United States Army. I asked 
BROKKOFF where he had gotten it but on reflection I now recall that I did not 
ask him but that BEQKKGFF asked me to mail it for him and I understood without 
hopi saying anything that he men t for thesameto^e forwarded to German Officals 
in Germany through my mailing point i°||^^^^^^^J| mentioned hereinbefore.

Anyway, BROKKOFF and myself went to ZUM SCHWARZEN ABLER ' S Resturant and waited 
for SAWYER. In a short time, SAWYER and LEO WAALEN walked in and joined us and 
the four of us then went to the Little Casino Tavern, where we had beer. As I 
now recall, SAWYER told me that the otherside had advised him that the micro- ^ 
photographs sent by me had arrived safely. I then gave SAWYER the United 
States Army Manual with put any comment ac to where I had gotten it. He under- 
stood that I ment it for the otherside. I recall that T then told SAWYER that 
I had information to the effect that the United States was taking over the 
French Liner "NQ RAff DIE " and converting it into a CCC Training Ship, the men to 
be used later for the Merchant Marine. I also recall furnishing some informa- 
tion about ships in the Brooklyn ^ Dry Dock, but I can not now recall 
the exact details. 

I recall that on my last trip into New York, which would have been 
during the first week in June 1941, that I went to HARRY SAWYER'S office but I 
do not recall the exact purpose for which I went other than I needed the $50.00 
that FEiSE owed me and which SAWYER was supposed to pay. Upon arriving, he 
paid me that amount consisting of two $20.00 and one $10.00, to the best of 
ray recollection. I recall th^^ffiQEGE^QUJH'Sname was mentioned but other 
than the fact that SAWYiR ^^^^^^^M^pjp^J gone back to Germany, I do 
not recall much of the conversataons^^j^ecallthat I gave SAWYER a receipt 
for the $50.00 but I don't recall what I wrote thereon. 

I can now recall that about four or five years ago I met PAUL BANTE 
in New York City, through the Sauce Cook on the S. S. Manhattan, just vfcat the 
circumstances are I do not recall. BANTE told me he was from Germany, was 
married, had a daughter and that he and his wife were divorced; that his 
family was still living in Buenos Aeries, Argentina j that he had been in the 
United States for a long time and was a citizen and had decided to remain. , 
He asked me to see his wife on my --next trip down to Argetina and see if she 
would not return to him-. 1 did not want to get mixed up in- it- but consented ... .--^ 
to do so once. I did not like PAUL BANTE'S affair and did not want to get 
mixed up in it. I also recall that before PAUL FEESE'3 arrest, he mentioned 
knowing PAUL BANTE to me. I also recall that ALFRED E. BROKHOFF introduced 
me to GEORGE SCHUH, but I can not recall the circumstances under which we 
met however SCHUH and BROKHOFF seem to know each other fairly well. I recall 
also after meeting GEORGE SCHUH, SCHUH asked me what I had found out about 
PAUL BANTE'S wife, as BANTE had been asking him to see me and see what I had learned 



I vdsh to state that the only ones I know connected in gathering 
inf ormati on f or the otherside are ALFRED E. BROKKOFF, PAUL FEHSE, and LEO 
YfAALEN, which I know from the fact that they associated with PAUL FEHSE who 
was engaged in that type of work and told me so. I know PAUL BANTE, GEORGE 
SCHUH, FRANZ STIGLER, SRHEN SIEGLER and ERICK STRUM, but if they were engaged 
in assisting Germany,, I can not say definately of my own personal knowledge. 

I acknowledge these statements as having been made freely and vol- 
untarily on my part, without fear, force, offer or promise of reward, by sign- 
ing my name to each of five (5) sheets in the presence of witness after the 
entire statement has been read to me and after I have personally read the same 
myself. I read, write and understand the English Language.

As furnished by himself, he advised that he was 37 years of age, 
and was born on September 3, 1903 at Stuttgart, Germany. DOLD stated that 
he left Germany -with his father, OTTO DOLD, and his mother, MARIA MEDINA 
DOLD, in 1904, and went to Para, Brazil. He stated his mother was born in 
Para, Brazil and that he subsequently lived with his parents there until 
1910 when his parents took him to Basel, Switzerland* He stated he went 
to the Oberrealschule in Basel, Switzerland, for five years; that his 
mother died in Basel, Switzerland, and in 1915 he went to live with relatives 
in Stuttgart, Germany, where he continued his schooling, at the Schickhardt 
Realschule from which he graduated in 1917 or 1918s He stated that hs 
obtained his degree at this school which qualified him to serve one year 
in the German military forces. In 1918, DOLD entered his apprenticeship 
in the banking house of Diskonte Gesellschaft where he worked for three years*

DOLD continued and stated he was then promoted to the position 
of Assistant Purchasing Agent in the Purchasing Department of the Dornier 
Airplane Factory in 1923* He sta ^ ^vt he remained at the Dornier Air- 
plane Factory until early in 1926 at »..ich time he left the firm and re- 
turned to Stuttgart, Germany, in order to secure a visa to enter the United 
States, 
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About two months after applying for a United States visa he 
received same and left Hamburg, Germany, for the United States on the 
S.S. "CLEVELAND" in June 1926. 

He arrived in New York Ci ty shortly the reafter. Upon his 
arrival in New York City he visited Ji|B^jjj ^^^ a friend at Passaic or 
Clifton, N e w Jersey, and he -worked win^^arinriear Dover, New Jersey, 
for five weeks after which he returned to New York City and contacted 
various steamship lines looking for work. He finally secured employment 
as a cabin steward on the Panama Pacific Line during the latter part of 
1926 and at that time he worked on the S.S, "FINLAND" sailing from New 
York City to San Francisco, 

At this time DOLD stated he resided at a boarding house on 
Garden Street, in Hoboken, New Jersey, but later moved to New York City* 

In 1927 DOLD contacted the British firm of LA.MPORT L HOLT, 
and shipped as a steward on the S.S. "VESTRIS" for one trip. Cold advised 
that after one trip this ship sank off Cape biatteras. 

In 1927 DOLD contacted the United States Lines and shipped as 
a steward on the S.S, AlffiRICA until 1929 when the ship was laid up, Ke 
stated in 1930 he was transferred to the S.S, "LEVIATHAN" and worked on 
this ship until it was laid up later in the year, 

He said in 1930 he contacted the American Export Line and 
worked as a cabin steward on the maiden voyage of the S.S, "EXOCHORDA" 
which made a Mediterranean cruise. He stated that in 1931 he made four 
voyages on the S.S, "EXETER" of the American Export Line* 

In 1932 DOLD stated he returned to the United States Line and 
was employed on the S.S. '".WASHINGTON" when it made its maiden voyage from 
Camden, New Jersey. He stated he worked on this boat for two and one 
half or three years. 

In 1936 DOLD returned to the S.S. "EXCAMBION" of the American
